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Arson ruled out 
in Romulus fires 


A state fire marshall has ruled out 
arson in two separate fires last 
week, which destroyed the home and 
bam of a Romulus family and 
caused an estimated $130,000 
damage. 

The family of Fred Hays, 14170 
Huron River Drive, fled from their 
burning home at 2:30 a m. Thursday 
when their barking dog awakened 
the family and saved them from the 
raging flames. 

Sunday, the second fire broke out 
about 8:45 p.m. and destroyed the 
Hays’ bam, located about 100 yards 
from the house. Fred Jr., an adult 
son of the owner and a contractor, 
had gone outside to his pickup truck 
when he saw the flames between the 
crack of the closed bam doors. He 
grabbed a garden hose to battle the 
fire but couldn’t extinguish the 
blaze. Two of the four horses, kept in 
the barn, died in the flames 

Romulus tire chief John Wilhide 
and state fire marshall Sgt. Hugh T 
Mosher spent Monday investigating 
the gutted house and barn "The 
state fire marshall said he’s 


satisfied that both accidents were 
accidental,” Wilhide said. * we 
made a thorough investigation of the 
house and bam and believe the 
house fire was probably started by 
an overheated furnace. 

"According to the burn pattern on 
the bam floor, it looks like a faulty 
or damaged electrical outlet may 
have been the cause, possibly a 
horse could have accidently kicked 
it.” 

Eight persons were awakened in 
the early morning darkness of 
Thursday to see the rear of the house 
engulfed in flames. All fled to safety 
including tne parents, rred and 
Helen Hays, their three children. 
Fred Jr., Carla and Margi 
Hermman, and Mrs Hermann’s two 
sons. Geoff and Marc. 

The bam, which was built in 1968, 
had six stalls and was 32-by-50 feet 
with a 50-by-80 foot enclosed riding 
ring Both were destroyed 

The family’s insurance company,

MACPA helps with chore 
of predicting yearly income 


Closing out the tax year usually is 
a challenging task, but it may be 
even more so this year for Western 
Wayne County residents. 

Taxpayers not only will have to try 
to predict how next year’s income 
will compare with this year's and 
decide what steps to take now to 
minimize the tax bill, but must do so 
under the rules of the Tax Reform 
Act of 1976. 

The Michigan Association of 
Cetfified Public Accountants 
(MACPA), in an effort to maYe the 
annual chore a little easier, has 
several suggestions on ways to shift 
income or deductions into a tax year 
in which Uncle Sam’s tax bite will be 
less severe, and otherwise to avoid 
payment of taxes unnecessarily. 

Effective on 1976 inoomes, the 
standard deduction claimed by those 
who don't itemize their deductions 
has been increased. It's now 16 
percent of adjusted gross income up 
to $2,400 — $2,800 for couples filing 
jointly. What’s more, it’s already 
reflected in the tax tables for 
taxpayers with incomes as high as 
$ 20 , 000 . 

If this causes you to decide to use 
the standard deduction, there are 
several things you might want to do 
now. If you expect to go back to 
itemizing next year, for example, 
defer until 1977 as many deductible 
expenses as you can. Among the 
expenses whose timing can 
sometimes be controlled are 
charitable contributions, certain 
state and local taxes, medical bills 
and health insurance premiums. 

In deciding whether to use the 
standard deduction, keep in mind 
that you can do so now while 
enjoying the tax break given to 
working parents who have to pay 
someone to look after their children 
or other dependents while the 
parents are at work. This formerly 
was limited to those who itemized. 

(Next year taxpayers will be able 
toclaim a deduction for alimony you 
pay without having to itemize other 
deductions. However, on 1976 
returns, if you take the standard 
deduction, there’s no alimony 
deduction.) 

The MACPA also reminds 
taxpayers that possible future 
government actions may affect 
current tax-planning decisions. For 
example, there has been 
speculation that there might be an 
income tax cut early in 1977 to 
stimulate the economy. If you 
believe that this is likely to happen, 
or have some other reason for 
expecting your tax burden to ease 
next year, you might try to defer 
some income into 1977. 

The most obvious way to do this is 
to delay the sale of an asset on which 
there will be a capital gain. But 
some taxpayers also have a certain 
amount of control over the timing of 
other' income such as bonuses, 
commissions or royalties. 
Tradesmen or professional people, 
for example, might delay or 
advance 'their billings to customers. 


For those who qualify, such as 
employees not covered by a pension 
or profit-sharing plan, one good way 
to reduce taxable income might be 
by investing as much as 15 percent 
of adjusted gross income up to $1,500 


in an individual Retirment Account 
(IRA). Such investments, and the 
dividends or interest they earn, are 
tax-protected until drawn out after 
retirement. — 

The beauty of the IRA as a tax- 


planning device is that you can wait 
until the closing days of the year 
before deddding how much of a 
contribution to make, then protect 
as much as 15 percent of income up 
to $1,500 from taxation at this time.

Nickerson Farms “Tin Lizzie”

“I’ve always more or less loved 
cooking and being around a stove,” 
said Gardner, who was bom and 
raised in Ann Arbor and now lives in 


Ypsilanti. “I guess I get my love for 
cooking, and especially foreign

Gardner has researched all the 
menus he plans to serve in the next 
two months to make sure they’re 
authentic.

County funds 
moratorium 


The Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners has authorized and 
funded a 60-day moratorium on a 
new policy that would require 
medically indigent patients to travel 
to Wayne County General Hospital 
in Westland for most non -emergency 
treatment. 

During the moratorium, the 
Greater Detroit Area Hospital 
Council will be developing alternate 
plans and recommendations for the 
health care of county indigents that 
will be presented to the Board’s 
Human Resources Committee. 

The new policy was scheduled to 
go into effect Dec. 1 as a move to 
save $2.5 million annually by 
increasing patient utilization of the 
county hospital. 

But the Commissioners 
temporarily reversed that decision 
at a meeting Dec. 2 following a 
series of public hearings and 
committee meetings on the question 
of whether or not the new policy 
would impose undue hardship on any 
citizen or health care institution. 

“Public reaction was running 
against the new requirement and 
several groups requested that 
furtherstudy begiven to the policy,” 
said Commissioner William G. 
Suzore (D-Lincoln Park), who 
chaired the hearings. 

The decision to halt the new' policy 
was almost blocked when 
Commissioner Mary E Dumas (R- 
Livonia) filed a motion for 
reconsideration because of “budget 
considerations” and the fact that a 
“source of funding was not named” 

She later withdrew her motion, 
allowing the moratorium to resume. 
The moratorium initially was 
proposed by Commissioner Jarrette 
Simmons (D-Detroit), vice- 
chairman of the Board 

Sitting as the Ways and Means 
Committee Dec. 9, the 
Commissioners approved a $735,000 
supplemental appropriation to 
finance the treatment rendered by 
private and public hospitals to

indigent patients during the 60-day 
study period. 

The county Board of Auditors 
recommended that the additional 
funding come primarily from an 
existing $320,000 county hospital 
allocation for indigent in-patient 
services, and a $250,000 standing 
appropriation for court services in 
Western Wayne County. 

Edward Bobowski, county fiscal 
advisor, assured Western Wayne 
County commissioners that the 
transfer of funds would “have no 
effect” on an existing out-county 
Circuit Court program currently in 
operation and funded with a federal 
grant. 

“The newly-imposed moratorium 
will expire Jan. 31,” explained 
Suzore, chairman of the Human 
Resources Committee. “We have 
asked the hospital study group to try 
to complete its analysis by Jan. 20 so 
that members of the Human 
Resources Committee will have 
ample time to study it and make a 
recommendation to the full board.” 

Mrs. Dumas said she will try to 
“get the committee to look at this 
entire health care problem down the 
road” 

“I had no intention of turting any 
patients, particularly the elderly 
and the chronically ill who are 
without transportation, when I filed 
my motion to reconsider,” she 
added. “But we must learn to face 
up to budget considerations at the 
time they come before us, and I feel 
obligated to support a balanced 
budget.” 

Mrs Dumas also announced her 
intention to sponsor a resolution 
creating a special committee to 
explore ways to “operate public 
hospitals in a way to make them 
more productive and cost- 
effective,” including the possibility 
of opening up the county hospital to 
private physicians for general 
services. 

John Barr, chaiman of the Board 
of Commissioners, has predicted 
that the new indigent policy will be 
rescinded because “the great 
majority of those testifying at the 
public hearings were against it.” 

At to such hearings, Detroit city 
representatives charged the new 
policy would have a severe financial 
impact on Detroit General Hospital 
where many indigent patients are 
treated 

Other speakers claimed that many 
in need of medical treatment will 
forego it rather than travel to the 
county hospital 16 miles west of 
Detroit. 

Patients affected by the new 
policy are persons with medical 
needs beyond their financial means 
who are not covered by Medjcare, 
Medicaid or hospital-medical 
insurance

Kelley lauds passage 

of consumerism bill 
by state legislature 


Attorney General 
FYank J. Kelley has 
expressed hi s 
satisfaction with the 
passage of the Michigan 
Consumer Protection 
Act by the State 
Legislature. 

Purple Heart 
needs light 

Bright light and good 
drainage are the keys to 
growing the Purple 
Heart (Setcreasea 
purpurea). 

This trailing plant has 
purple stems and leaves 
with silvery hairs: 
Michigan State 
University 

horticulturists suggest 
it is a good plant for 
hanging baskets. 

Full sun or bright, 
diffused light is 
necessary to keep the 
plant brightly colored. 
With sufficient light, the 
plant produces 
lavender - colored 
flowers at the stem tips. 
In low light, it gets 
leggy, and the lower 
leaves yellow and drop 
off. 

The F^urple Heart will 
do well in average home 
temperatues, with a 
minumum of 50-60 
degrees at night and a 
maximum daytime 
temperature of 75 
during the winter. It will 
tolerate low himidity 
but will do better at 
higher humidity levels. 

Pot the Purple Heart 
in a standard 
houseplant potting mix 
made of equal parts 
loam, sand and peat. 
Let the soil dry 
moderately between 
waterings.

Daniel Cooper 
(D-Oak Park) at 
working out a 
comprehensive final 
version also have been 
instrumental in this 
bill’s passage,” Kelley 
said.

Dec. 21 solstice 
to open winter 


Winter solstice, when 
the sun reaches its 
southernmost point of 
the year, will occur at 
12:36 p.m. Dec. 21. 

This is the official 
beginning of winter and 
is the shortest day of 
the year — about nine 
hours of daylight and 15 
hours of darkness. 

“From then on the 
days will begin to 
lengthen, and we’ll be 
heading back to 
summer,” said 

University of Michigan 
astronomer Hazel M . 
Losh. “At this time of 
the year, the earth 
actually is closer to the 
sun than during the 
summer.” 

But seasons depend 
on the tilt of the earth’s 
axis, rather than the 
distance from the sun, 
she explained. 

“Even though we are 
closer to the sun in 
winter, the sun's rays 
hit us more obliquely, 
with less force. 
However, the fact that 
we are closer to the sun 
tends to make winters in 
the northern 
hemisphere a little 
milder,” she said. 

“The sun and winter 
solstice are believed to 
bear a real relation to 
the date of Christmas, ” 
Miss Losh said. “Most 
likely, this religious 
celebration was set to 
agree with the early 
pagan festival 
celebrating the promise 


of returning from the 
cold, bleak 
temperatures to 
warmer weather.” 

“An impressive 
symbol of the Christmas 
season is the Northern 
Cross, Cygnus,” she 
continued. “It will move 
across the December 
sky from the zenith to 
the northwest, 
gradually assuming 
more and more of a 
vertical position. 

“By Christmas Eve, 
the long bar of the cross 
will be upright against 
the sky.” 

She added that Sirius, 
the “Star of the East” 
pointed to by the Three 
Wise Men, rises in the 
early evenings around 
Christmas. The 
brightest star in the 
whole heavens, it is the 
principal star of Canis 
Major, the Dog of Orion. 

“We are particularly 
favored with planets 
this Christmas month,” 
noted Miss Losh. “The 
brightest is Venus, so 
brilliant you can't miss 
it. It is visible in the 
southwestern sky for 
two to three hours after 
sunset. 

“On Christmas Eve, 
Venus will be joined by 
the crescent moon, 
about 7 degrees to the 
north,” she said. “As 
soon as darkness comes 
on, Jupiter will show up 
in the northeastern sky 
and shine the whole 
night through.”

To the Editor: 

We, the citizens, remain 
committed to democracy despite 
thedoubts raised by the events of the 
scandal ridden Nixon admini- 
stration. The Watergate 
affair, and the resignation of Vice 
President Spiro T. Agnew in 1973, 
(after he pleaded no contest) to 
income tax evasion charges, do not 
mean that democracy has failed! 

Such events do raise question as to 
the adequacy and feasibility of our 
prevailing governmental system. 
Yet, we as a people are not rejecting 
our present system in retaliation. On 
the contrary, we are earnestly 
pursuing, improvements, 
reformations, and refinements. A 
' successful vehicle to governmental 
reform is available to the citizens of 
a democratic America That vehicle 
is recognized as Common Cause — a 
citizens lobby movement. 

Common Cause is comprised of 
citizens like you and me, who care 
' about the betterment of our country . 
So, in an attempt to familiarze you, 
the reader, with Common Cause 
activities, I have briefly outlined a 
set of potential issues which have 
been identified as among those I 
judge, to merit consideration. 

The following should serve as a 
starting point from which to 
determine which issues will be 
adopted for Common Cause's 1977 
reform effort for the State of 
Michigan. 

REAPPORTIONMENT; 
Common Cause potential action 
calls for the creation of an 
independent, bipartisan board to be 
solely responsible for establishing 
congressional and state district 
lines. This action would insure equal 
citizen representation, and results in 
representated non-gerrymandered 
districts. 

EXECUTIVE-LEGISLATIVE 
BUDGET AND PROGRAM 
REVIEW RESPONSIBILITIES; An 
agency budget typically lists 
expenditures under ambiguous 
phrases: “personnel services,” 
“contractual services, ” “travel,” or 
equipment.” Needless to say, it is 
impossible to tell from such a listing 
exactly what programs the agency 
is spending its money. Obviously 
such a budget obscures policy 
decision by hiding programs behind 
meaningless phrases. 

Common Cause may call for 
budgeting by end products or 
program packages like aid to 
dependent children, vocational 
rehab ilita ion, administration of fair 
employment practice laws, and so 
on. 

No such systemmatic process 
exists in Michigan. In addition to 
program budgeting, Common Cause 
may work for periodic re- 
evaluations of existing agencies. If 
the agency fails to meet its needs it 
is terminated. This is known as 
sunset legislation! 

JUDICIAL REFORM; A number of 
possible approaches exist for 


reforming the financing and 
selection process, for judicial 
campaigns, and eliminating 
opportunities for conflict of interest. 

Among them are: Prohibiting 
lawyers from contributing to 
judicial candidates; Publicly funded 
judicial races; providing for the 
appointment instead erf the election 
of judges; or a mixture of 
appointment and election (Missouri 
Plan). 

FOLLOW UP OF 1976 PROGRAM 
EFFORTS. Open meetings passed. 
A potential 1977 project may be to 
encourage active citizen monitoring 
of local units of government; 
interviewing where necessary to 
assure their compliance with the 
law. 

These are only a few of the 
potential projects Common Cause is 
presently speculating on. If you 
would like to add to the list, or learn 
more about the proposals, write:

If you are somebody who really 
cares about the betterment <rf your 
country, you should write Common 
Cause And bear in mind that life 
beside the wishing well will not 
produce a better democracy.

In Lansing 

Freedom of information 
bill is sent to Senate 


Gov. William G. Milliken said 
Tuesday, that he is encouraged by 
the House’s approval of a Freedom 
of Information bill (HB 6085). The 
measure, which now' goes to the 
Senate, would provide greater 
citizen access to written records 
kept by state and local government 
agencies. 

The Governor said he viewed the 
bill as a logical companion to the 
Open Meetings measure which was 
recently given final legislative 
approval. “These measures 
together will significantly enhance 
the opportunity for citizens to know 
what their government is doing,” 
“In the long run, the result will be 
government agencies which are 
more responsive to the people of 
Michigan. I am hopeful that the 
Senate will give prompt attention to 
this important measure.” 

The bill would allow citizen access 
to all written information 
maintained by state and local 
agencies unless it falls within one of 
the specific exemptions in the bill. 

Exempted from the disclosure 
requirement would be such things as 


information of a personal nature 
which would constitute invasion of 
an individual’s privacy. Law 
enforcement investigative records 
or information which would reveal 
police personnel deployment plans 
or communications codes. In 
formation which is subject to a 
statutory privilege or is specifically 
deemed confidential by another law. 
Competitive bids for government 
contracts until the bidding period is 
over, and appraisals of real estate 
which an agency is interested in 
buying . Test questions and answers, 
trade secrets or commercial 
information voluntarily sitomitted to 
a government agency, and internal 
deliverative communications within 
an agency provided certain 
requirements are met. 

In all cases, the bill presumes the 
information is public unless an 
agency can show it is covered by 
one of the exceptions. The Governor 
had recommended adoption of a 
Freedom of Information bill in his 
1976 State of the State Message to the 
Legislature.

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Fallsburg Covered Bridge, a nostalgic reminder. 

Bridges are 
prominent 


in Michigan 


With almost 1,400 square miles of 
inland waters and 38,575 square 
miles of Great Lakes water area, it 
stands to reason that bridges are a 
prominent feature of Michigan’s 
landscape. The state highway 
system alone has more than 3,000, 
excluding those on county roads and 
city streets, according to the Travel 
Bureau of the Michigan Department 
of Commerce. 

The most reknown structure, of 
course, is the Mackinac Bridge 
which spans the Straits of Mackinac 
connecting Michigan’s two 
peninsulas. “Big Mac’’, as it often is 
referred to, measures 8,344 feet 
from cable anchorage to cable 
anchorage, 26,444 feet — five miles 
— in total length with approaches 
making it the world’s longest total 
suspension bridge. 

It also is known as the world’s 
most beautiful bridge and was 
designated as one of the seven man- 
made wonders of the world by the 
American Institute of Architects. 
From 1884, when bridging the Straits 
was first proposed, until Nov. 1, 1957 
when it was opened to traffic, it also 
was known as “the bridge that 
couldn’t be built.’’ 

The obstacles were many, the 
problems almost unsolvable at 
times but thanks to the genius of its 
designer, the late Dr. David B. 
Steinman, and four years of 
dedicated labor by 10,000 men, the 
impossible dream came true. 

The Houghton-Hancock Bridge 
also might be called the elevator 
bridge. It crosses the Portage Lake 
waterway between Houghton and 
Keweenaw counties joining the 
Keweenaw peninsula to the 
northwestern Upper Peninsula. The 
bridge’s doublendeck construction 
carried a 4-lane highway on the 
upper level, railroad tracks on the 
lower. The deck section can be 


elevated 100 feet above the water. 
And, when neither trains or large 
boats are expected, the lower deck 
can be raised to the highway level 
allowing cars to cross on the 
railroad section while small boats 
pass beneath the bridge. 

One of Michigan’s most unusual 
bridges is the Siphon Bridge at 
Manistique, also in the Upper 
Peninsula. At first crossing, its most 
unconventional feature often goes 
unnoticed. However, the street-like 
floor of the bridge is well below the 
water level of the Manistique River. 
The design of its construction 
utilizes the water as partial support. 

The Zilwaukee, just north of 
Saginaw, is perhaps one of the states 
best known — and sometimes most 
frustrating — bridges, at least to 
Michiganians or anyone who has 
traveled north via 1-75. It is the 
bascule-type and when its counter- 
weighted spans are opened to allow 
river vessels to pass, highway 
traffic is halted and cars are 
sometimes backed up for several 
miles in both directions. 

Three major bridges link 
Michigan to Canada. The 
Ambassador Bridge spans the 
Detroit River between downtown 
Detroit and Windsor. The 
Ambassador is a suspension type 
and was completed in 1929 at a cost 
of $20 million dollars. 

The Blue Water Bridge is a 2-lane, 
arch type completed in 1938 and 
crosses the St. Gair River from Port 
Huron to Sarnia, Ont., Canada. 

The third link is the International 
Bridge completed in 1962. It actually 
is a series of eight arch and truss 
bridges crossing the St Mary’s 
River and internationally famous 
Soo Locks between Sault Ste. Marie, 
Michigan and Sault Ste Marie, Ont., 
Canada.

Experience Christmas as it used to be 




For today’s generation, the simple 
word Christmas is likely to prompt 
thoughts of aluminum trees, 
crowded parking lots and an endless 
stream of January bills. Wouldn’t it 
be nice to go back to the days when 
Christmas wasn’t quite such a 
hassle? 

You can. Until Jan. 2, Greenfield 
Village in Dearborn presents 
Christmas the way it used to be, the 
way we often wish it could be now. 

In the Village, three centuries of 
American Christmases are 
faithfully remembered and 
authentically recreated. There, 
snow is a carpet for horsedrawn 
sleighs, the savory smells of holiday 


cookery emanate from many a 
century-old kitchen and the annual 
visit by St. Nicholas is still an event 
to be met with great anticipation. In 
this carefully researched holiday 
observance, the Village homes are 
decorated as they might have been 
when their original famous owners 
observed the season. Some of them 
have seen 300 Christmases, others 
only a hundred. Together they 
reflect the quiet kind of Christmas 
we’d all like to remember. 

Step inside the Cotswold Cottage, 
for instance. Dating to about 1620, it 
was brought to the Village from 
England to typify the kinds of homes 
our ancestors left behind in the Old 


World. Here, flickering firelight 
plays on the decorative garlands of 
holly, ivy and boxwood, ancient 
symbols of the continuation of life. 
Outside, on the wellhead, rests a 
Yule log, another symbol whose 
steady burning was once thought to 
guarantee a year of good luck. 

Not far away is the one-room 
Plympton House where traditions 
brought to America by the Dutch are 
recalled. On the door hang three 
oranges on a pine swag to 
represent the three bags of gold St. 
Nicholas gave to three young women 
as a dowry in one of the legends 
about his generous gift giving. 
Inside, wooden shoes filled with

carrots and straw for St. Nicholas’ 
horse are set on the hearth. A pot of 
white beans signifies the end of 
famine in St. Nicholas’ home 
country. Christmas in the 1720’s is 
represented at the Secretary 
Pearson House, home of the first 
secretary of state of New 
Hampshire. In the dining room, a 
pyramid of luxury imported fruits — 
oranges from Seville, liifles and 
lemons from the West Indies — 
grace the table. Such pyramids were 
both decorative and functional; the 
diners ate them. 

From the ceiling in the hallway of 
the Ann Arbor House, a Greek 
Revival structure of the 1840’s, 
hangs a kissing bell made of laurel, 
mistletoe, apples and beeswax 
candles. Story has it that young 
couples would make a game of 
trying to bite the apples and, in the 
process, exchange a kiss. 

Christmas trees have their place 
in Village homes as well. In Noah 
Webester’s stately Connecticut 
home, the tree in the drawing room 
is decorated with glass balls, birds 
and candles in tin holders. It is 
patterned after one of the earliest 
known illustrations of a Christmas 
trees in America which appeared in 
1836. 

Small American flags and candles 
in tin holders adorn a tabletop tree in 
the 1860 Henry Ford Birthplace. The 
idea for such a tree was taken from 
an 1866 illustration and depicts the 
nation’s patriotic fervor at the end of 
the Civil War. 

Just down the street, in the Wright 
Brothers’ Homestead, the tree is 
trimmed with glass balls, popcorn 
and cranberry strings and colored 
lights” — first introduced in 1907. 

More than a display of traditional 
holiday decorations, however, 
Christmas at the Village also recalls 
the activity of holidays gone by. 
Molasses taffy bubbles on the stove 
in the farmhouse kitchen of the 1816 
Edison homestead and visitors are 
tempted by the warm mincemeat 
tarts coming out of the oven at the 
Stephen Foster birthplace 

In the Village Crafts Center, bread 
baking, broom making, weaving, 
tinsmi thing, glass blowing, pottery 
making and other century-old skills 
are demonstrated. 

Inside Town Hall, on the Village 
green, complimentary hot, spiced 
cider and Christmas cookies await 
chilly visitors. Across the green, at 


Clinton Inn, guests may warm 
themselves beside a roaring fire, 
enjoying their food amid festive 
decorations that recreate Christmas 
in a roadside hostelry of the 1800’s. 

Outside, carolers wander along 
the snow-covered streets. Visitors 
may take a nostalgic ride in a horse- 
drawn sleigh (snow conditions 
permitting) or travel the Village 
perimeter in a restored railway 
coach of the 1870’s pulled by a 100- 
year-old steam locomotive. 

The old-fashioned Christmas 
observance at Greenfield Village 


continues daily through Jan. 2 with 
the exception of Christmas Day and 
New Year’s Day when the Village is 
closed. Hours are 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. 
daily. 

There is no additional charge for 
the special Christmas celebration 
beyond the regular Village 
admission of $3. for adults and $1.25 
for children 6 through 12. Children 
under six are admitted free. 

For up-to-the-minute information 
on holiday activities, dial the Village 
Party Line (313 ) 271-1976. The 
service is available 24 hours a day.

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Bridges: Prominent 
feature in Michigan

Six survivors of another century of 
bridge construction still stand in 
Michigan linking the past with the 
present and adding a special charm 
to the countryside. Through the 
years, all of these stalwart 
structures have undergone some 
degree of restoration or re- 
enforcement to preserve their life 
for yet other generations. 

The Ada Covered Bridge in Kent 
County was constructed in 1867. It 
crosses the Thomapple River and 
was once an important artery into 
the village of Ada. Since 1930, 
however, it has been used for 
pedestrian traffic only, serving as a 
short cut betwen the town and a 
county park. 

Picturesque Fallsburg Covered 
Bridge near Fallsburg was built in 
1871 across the Flat River. Its lattice 
work construction is made of white 
pine, and it still is safe for 
automobile traffic. 

White’s Bridge, constructed in 
1867, also crosses the Flat River in 
Ionia County. It is a through truss 
type with gable roof and the outside 
of the trusses sheeted with rough

pine boards. Although it is 
remarkable sound for its age, loads 
are restricted in the interest of its 
preservation. 

Langley Covered Bridge near 
Centre ville is the longest of the 
historic structures stretching 282 
feet over the backwater to the 
Sturgis Dam. The dam was 
constructed in 1911 to confine the 
waters of the St. Joseph River and 
provide electricity to the City of 
Sturgis. Langley too, is utilized by 
automobile traffic with a load limit 
of 12 tons. 


The fifth bridge is located on 
private property near Niles in 
Berrien County. And, No. 6 is the 
Ackley Covered Bridge in 
Greenfield Village, Dearborn. The 
Ackley was built in Pennsylvania in 
1832 and moved to Greenfield 
Village by Henry Ford in 1938.

Drop-in house guests can be a real 
nuisance — especially if they’re the 
6-legged kind. And you may have a 
horde of them if you store your 
firewood inside. 

Jim Liebherr, Extension 
entomologist at Michigan State 
University, advised storing firewood 
outdoors and carrying in only what 
you’ll use in a week or so. 

Wood-boring beetles and 
carpenter ants are the most 
common types of insects found in 
firewood, he observed. Long-homed 
bettles generally are from three- 
eights to five-eights inch long and 
may be brighly colored with yellow 
and black stripes. They overwinter 
inside logs as a wormlike larva. 
They normally transform into the 
adult stage in the spring. If you bring 
them indoors, you move their 
springtime up a few months, and the 
adults may emerge in the house. 

Carpenter ants are large, black 
ants that nest in the dead heartwood 
of trees. Their large galleries are 
easy to see when the wood is cut, and 
you can check for ant activity then. 

Many other insects and spiders 
use stacked firewood for winter 
shelter.

Easter Seal Society urges 
careful examination of toys 


Toy-related injuries will wipe out 
the joy of the holiday season for 
thousands of youngsters this year. 
And many of those accidents can be 
avoided by heeding some common 
sense precautions, especially by 
hurried shoppers looking for 
children’s gifts at the last minute. 

The National Easter Seal Society 
suggests that shoppers, including 
those in Western Wayne County, 
take a few minutes to examine a toy 
before buying. That extra time could 
save a child from serious injury. 

Although most toys on the market 
are safe for children, thanks to 
comprehensive safety standards 
developed by the American toy 
industry, there still are some that 
are potentially dangerous. The U S. 


Consumer Product Safety 
Commission has banned some 1,800 
toys in the past three years, most of 
foreign origin. 

Parents can help cut down 
accidents by providing safe storage 
space for toys suitable for older 
children that would be hazardous in 
the hands of young children. Most of 
the estimated 150,000 toy related 
injuries each year occur through 
misuse of the toys, lack of guidance 
and adequate instructions. 

Be sure your child is old enough or 
sophisticated enough for the toy you 
choose. Don’t give a 6-year-old 
shooting toys, or a preschooler a 
chemistry set.

Note A - Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 
The accounting policies of the City of Belleville, Michigan, Water Supply 
and Sewage Disposal System Fund conform to generally accepted ac- 
counting principles as applicable to governmental units. The following is a 
summary of the significant policies. 

Basis of Accounting 

The accrual basis of accounting is followed (with minor exceptions) by the 
Water Supply and Sewage Disposal System Fund. 

Investments 

Investments are stated at cost. 

Inventories 

Inventories held by the fund are priced at cost. 

General F^ixcd Assets 

General fixed assets are recorded at cost and capitalized when purchased. 
Depreciation has been provided using the straight-line method. Amor- 
tization is being used for the Van Buren Truckline Right and is being 
amortized over 30 years. The fixed assets designated as wells and clear well 
are no longer in use, however, they are still being depreciated. This is due to 
the available utilization of these assets, if the need arises. Also, the filtration 
plant is no longer in use. nor is it being depreciated. As of yet the filtration 
plant has not been disposed of and when so ever it is sold it will be written off. 
Note B - Long-Term Debt 

The Van Buren Installment Contract consists of a 7.2 percent note payable 
in annual installments including interest over a period of 30 years. The 
amount of the annual installment is $4,683.72 due May 1 of each year. Other 
long-term debt consists of out-standing bonds. See schedule for bonds and 
interest requirements.

Note C _ 

January 1, 1975, the City of Belleville, Michigan became subject to the 
Michigan Unemployment Tax. The City has elected the reimbursement 
method of payment in which it must reimburse the State for unemployment 
claims paid. During the fiscal year ended June 30. 1976, no claims were 
made. 

Note D - Retirement Plan Contributions 
The City participates in the Municipal Employees Retirement System of 
the State of Michigan, a contributory plan covering the full time staff. The 
City’s contribution to the system for the year, based upon rates set by the 
Municipal Employees Retirement System, aggregated approximately 
$16,181 .00 for all funds, for fiscal year ending June 30, 1976.

Neighboring country 
offers ski challenge 


With winter definitely making its 
presence known throughout the 
country. Western Wayne County 
skiing enthusiasts are waxing up 
theirskis for weekend outings on the 
slopes. 

And for local schussers looking for 
new challenges, a neighboring 
country may have what you’re 
looking for. 

For variety and challenge in the 
Canadian province of Ontario, 
Thunder Bay has the best skiing. 
Five ski areas are spotted on four 
mountains where vertical drops 
edge close to 800 feet Runs total 75 
miles and each spot has one going a 
mile or more. 

The lift ticket, costing $8 daily, is 
interchangeable, so with a long 
enough stay, a skier can try each 
setup, none of which is more than 16 
miles out of town. 

Head for Mount Baldly or Mount 
McKay and you’ll mingle with the 
local skiers at the former town ski 
clubs. Visitors a re more apt to hover 
around the other three, of which 
Mount Norway is the smallest. This 
is where the ski jumpers work out 
and while trying beginner or 
intermediate trails, skiers might 
chance upon members of Canada’s 
national team practising on the 70- 
or 90-meter jumps. 

With three chairlifts and two 
mountains, Loch Lomond is the one 
to offer the greatest range of skiing. 
It has teamed up with nearby Candy 
Mountain, the youngest of the five, 
so they can promote all facilities 
jointly. Candy Mountain, 20 miles 
away, is the farthest from town and 
theonlyoneof the five areas without 
night skiing. 

But for people coming in on a 
package, what is where is merely 
incidental Everything is within 
easy driving distance and all are 
available on the tow ticket coming 
with the package. 

Now that the ski business has been 
established in the lakeside city for 
five years, night life in winter has 
picked up. Most hotels have 
entertainment and some ski spots 
show films, featuring a piano player 
or group, or have a special supper. 

It's quieter midweek but that’s 
when the skiing is best 

For a complete contrast look at 
Blue Mountain, the largest ski area 
in the province and a convenient 1 Vi- 
hour drive from most of 
southwestern Ontario. Skiers have 
been swooshing down the 700-foot 
mountain here for 36 years and now 
havea choice of 26 trails and 17 tows, 
one of which is a triple chairlift. 

There are six restaurants here, 


including a cafeteria opened last 
winter. 

Blue Mountain can handle 6,000 
skiers an hour, but the a verage on a 
weekend is 4,400. That doesn’t mean 
there aren’t lineups, but they’re 
short and move quickly. 

To avoid all that, it’s best to come 
on a weekday when the average 
number is only 1,000. Mid-week 
activity is being encouraged by a $7 
lift ticket whereas on the weekend 
it’s $10. 

Toronto skiers make up half the 
traffic but others come from 
Kitchener and London (buses 
probably on Wednesdays), from 
Hamilton (buses three times a 
week) and out of Detroit-Windsor by 
chartered transport. 

Where Thunder Bay gets two- 
thirds of its skiers from the United 
States, Blue Mountain has yet to hit 
lOpercent. But more and more are 
coming up from New York state, 
Michigan, Ohio and Illnois. Of 
special interest to skiers from any 
far-off point is the 5-day package 
which, along with meals, includes 12 
hours of instruction, a gluhwein 
party, Thursday night awards 
banquet and races, even for novice 
skiers 

Talisman, some 90 miles 
northwest of Toronto is becoming 
popular with day as well as holiday 
skiers. With a 600-foot vertical drop 
and three chairlifts, it’s one of those 
small, but complete, resorts which 
has babysitting services and sleigh 
rides, as well as snowmaking 
equipment and apres-ski fun. 

Although a bit far for day skiers. 
Hidden Valley near Huntsville, 140 
miles north of Toronto, is another 
such set-up. There are a half-dozen 
hotels there, most with night 
entertainment, but the Holiday Inn 
at the ski hill has worked out special 
packages of 1 - to 5-days with Gray 
Coach Lines. An all-inclusive price 
i transportation, meals, tow ticket 
and accommodation) will be as little 
as $16 for one day, $83 for the 
weekend and $152 for five days. 

Skiers from the eastern part of the 
province or northern New York 
State should remember Calabogie 
Peaks, 60 miles west of Ottawa. The 
vertical drop here is 750 feet and one 
run goes lVfe miles. Calabogie has 
been growing for five to six years 
and while it mostly serves local 
skiers, many outsiders are finding 
that no-lineup at the lifts is worth a 
longer drive. 

Skiers need only to look around if 
they want a lot of challenge and 
winter fun 

Ontario has a lot more skiing. 
Check tour schedules of the bus 


companies in any city, or if out of the 
province, write or visit the Canadian 
Government Office of Tourism for a 
Ski Ontario booklet, and you’ll get 
the total picture.

Section 1 That Ordinance 65-86, as amended, of the City of Belleville, 
entitled "City of Belleville Zoning Ordinance” be and it is hereby further 
amended by amending Section 9.3, which amended section shall read as 
follows: 

Section 9.3 USES PERMISSIBLE ON SPECIAL APPROVAL 
The following uses shall also be permitted subject to the conditions 
hereinafter imposed for each use. 

(a) Outdoor sales space for exclusive sale of second hand automobiles or 
house trailers subject to the following: 

( 1 ) All lighting shall be shielded from adjacent residential districts: 

(2) Ingress and egress to the outdoor sales area shall be at least sixty (60) 
feet from the intersection of any two (2) streets 

(3) An obscuring wall or fence of not less than four feet, six inches (4’-6” ) 
nor more than five feet (5’) in height shall be provided when abutting or 
adjacent districts are zoned for residential use 

( 4) No major repair or major refinishing shall be done on the lot. 

(b) Motel, sqbject to the following: 

(1) Provided that it can be demonstrated that ingress and egress do not 
conflict with adiacent business uses 

(2) Anobsc-uring wall or fence of not less than four feet, six inches (4 -6 ) 
nor more than five feet (5’) in height shall be provided where abutting or 
adjacent districts are zoned for residential use. 

(3) No kitchen or cooking facilities are to be provided, with the exception 
of units for the use of the manager or caretaker. 

( 4 ) Each unit shall contain not less than two hundred and fifty (250) square 
feet of floor area 

(o Business in the character of a drive-in, so called, or socalled open front 
store subject to the following: 

(1)A setback of at least sixty (GO) feet from the right-of-way line of any 
existing or proposed street must be maintained. 


(2) Ingress and egress points shall be located at least sixty (60) feet from 
intersection of any two (2) streets. 

(3) All lighting shall be shielded from adjacent residential districts. 

(4) An obscuring wall or fence of not less than four feet, six inches (4’-6”) 
nor more than five (5’) feet in height shall be provided where abutting or 
adjacent to a residential district. The height of the wall shall be measured 
from the surface of the ground. 

(5) Before a permit is issued to build or construct a new drive-in, so called, 
or so called open front store, or the enlargement of any such existing use, 
there shall be filed with the application for building permit the written 
consent of 75 percent of the property owners of all property within a radius of 
400 feet of any of the premises whereon the drive-in or open front store is to 
be built, constructed or enlarged. 

(d) Commercially used outdoor recreational space for children’s 
amusement parks, carnivals, miniature golf courses, subject to the 
following : 

(D Children’s amusement park shall be fenced on all sides with a four (4*) 
foot wall or fence. . ^ . „ 

(2) Adequate parking shall be provided off the road right-of-way and shall 
be fenced with a four (4’) foot chain link type fence where adjacent to the 
use. 

(e) Nursery sales for the retail sale of: plant materials not grown on the 
site, lawn furniture, garden and lawn supplies and equipment subject to the 
following conditions: 

( 1 ) The minimum site area shall be fifty thousand (50,000) square feet and 
there shall be erected on the site a permanent enclosed building of at least 
two thousand (2,000) square feet. 

(2) Off-street parking constructed as required in Section 15.14 of the 
Zoning Ordinance shall be provided on the basis of one ( 1) parking space for 
each four hundred (400) square feet of outside storage-sales space and 
useable floor area within the building. 

(3) There shall be no storage of loose top soil, fertilizer, stone, or other 
similar types of loose materials unless such materials are stored in bins 
having dimensions of not less than 16 feet by 12 feet, and a height not more 
than 8 feet, and such bins shall provice covering to keep the loose materials 
from blowing around the area. 

(4) (4) The storage and -or display of any materials and-or products shall 
meet all setback requirements of a structure. 

(5) There shall be provided, on those sides abutting or adiacent to a 
residential district, an obscuring wall or fence not less than four feet, six 
inches (4’-6”) nor more than five (5’) feet in height. The height of the wall 
shall be measured from the established grade level of the ground. 

Section 2. The effective date of this Ordinance shall be DECEMBER 20, 
1976.

The effects of inflation, recession, 
unemployment and a depressed 
economic climate has had a more 
exaggerated effect on the State of 
Michigan because of its dependence 
of the auto industry, according to 
one state legislator. 

However, State Rep. Gary Owen 
(D-22nd District) added that by all 
indications “we may well be on the 
road to recovery”. 

“Not only do we in state 
government see the light at the end 
of the proverbial tunnel, we have, 
and are continuing, to provide the 
voltage that turned the light on,” he 
said. 

Oven went on to say that a recent 
report compiled by the U. S. Census 
Bureau indicates that Michigan 


can establish plant rehabilitation 
districts in which companies may 
modernize or upgrade their 
facilities without facing higher tax 
assessments for up to 12 years. 

Owen credited that act with 
preserving some 22,4000 jobs and 
creating an estimated 16,400 
additional jobs. 

“Acts such as this one may be 
partially responsible for the fact 
that Michigan’s unemployment rate 
has improved dramatically over the 
past year,” the Democrat said. “We 
are now facing an 8.8 percent 
unemployent rate, which certainly is 
serious, but nevertheless a distinct 
improvement over the 11.2 percent 
rate of one year ago.” 

“I am optimistic that Michigan 
businesses will continue to take 
advantage of tax incentives such as 
those in the Plant Rehabilitation 
Act,” Owen added. “A recent survey 
of businesses indicated that more 
than half of those questioned said 
they planned further growth and 
mo6t of them pointed out that tax 
incentives had influenced their 
decision to expand. 

“Certainly, Michigan has much 
farther to go in our struggle to 
regain a strong economic footing. 
‘Boom or bust’ fluctuations may 
gradually become a thing of the past 
under recommendations made by 
the Michigan Economic Action 
Council, created by the Legislature 
in 1975.” 

‘There unfortunately aren’t any 
immediate solutions to the problems 
we still face,” Owen concluded. 
“However, an improved business 
climate, a steady decrease in the 
unemployment rate and a 
downward trend in inflation indicate 
to me that we are at least on the 
right track.”

Relations showed that Michigan 
leads the nation in the tax revenue 
equity, the standard by which the 
iFaimess of the tax burden on citizens 
is measured.

4. The additional development work is described in a Modernization 
Program Budget (HUD-52990) as approved by the Government. When not 
inconsistent with this Agreement the terms Development Program and 
Development Cost Budget shall include the Modernization Program Budget. 
The Local Authority shall promptly undertake and expeditiously complete 
the additional development woric for each Project. 

5. As of the end of any Fiscal Year in which a Modernization Program 
Budget is approved by the Government for any Project the Development 
Cost specified in Section 2 hereof for such Project shall be increased by the 
amount of the Additional Development Cost as approved in such Budget and 
such increased amount shall thereafter constitute the Minimum 
Development Cost for the Project. Upon completion of the additional 
development work for any Project the Actual Development Cost Certificate 
shall be issued for such Project.

the Secretary of the Treasury taking into consideration the current average 
market yield on outstanding marketable obligations of the United States

(3) Under section 6 (a) of the Act: 

(a) * * * except in the case of housing predominatly for the elderly, 
highrise elevator projects shall not be provided for families with children 
unless the Secretary makes a determination that there is no practical 
alternative. 

(4) Under section 6 (b) of the Act: 

(b) * * ♦ the cost of construction and equipment of the project (ex- 
cluding land, demolition, and nondwelling facilities) on which the com- 
putation of any annual contributions under this Act may be based shall not 
exceed by more than 10 per centum the appropriate prototype cost for the 
area. * * * 

(5) Under section 6 (c) of the Act: 

(c) (1) the Secretary may require the public housing agency to review and 
revise its maximum income limits if the Secretary determines that changed 
conditions in the locality makes such revision necessary in achieving the 
purpose of this Act; 

(2) the public housing agency shall determine, and so certify to the 
Secretary, that each family in the project was admitted in accordance with 
duly adopted regulations and approved income limits; and the public 
housing agency shall review the income of families living in the project at 
intervals of two years (or at shorter intervals where the Secretary deems it 
desirable); 

(3) the public housing agency shall promptly notify (i) any applicant 
determined to be ineligible for admission to the project of the basis for such 
determination and provide the applicant upon request, within a reasonable 
time after the determination, is made, with an opportunity for an informal 
hearing on such determination, and (ii) any applicant determined to be 
eligible for admission to the project of the approximate date of occupancy 
insofar as such date can be reasonably determined; and 

(4) the public housing agency shall comply with such procedures and

( A) the establishment of tenant selection criteria designed to assure that, 
within a reasonable period of time, the project will include families with a 
broad range of incomes and will avoid concentrations of low-income and 
deprived families with serious social problems, but this^ shall not permit 
maintenance of vacancies to await higher income tenants where lower in- 
come tenants are available; 

(B) the establishment of satisfactory procedures designed to assure the 
prompt payment and collection of rents and the prompt processing of 
evictions in the case of nonpayment of rent; 

(C) the establishment of effective tenant-management relationships 
designed to assure that satisfactory standards of tenant security and project 
maintenance are formulated and that the public housing agency (together 
with tenant councils where they exist) enforces those standards fully and 
effectively, and 

(D) the development by local housing authority managements of viable 
homeownership opportunity programs for low-income families capable of 
assuming the responsibilities of homeownership.”

Pharmacists warn parents 
about yuletide poisonings 


'Fireplace color compounds are

Christmas and New Years is a 
particularly hazardous time. With 
all the excitement and festivities 
underway Western Wayne County 
residents often may forget that many 
holiday gift items can be potentialJy 
dangerous, if handled or used 
improperly. 

Louis Sesti, executive director of 
the Michigan Pharmacists 
Association (MPA), is cautioning 
everyone, especially parents, to be 
aware of additional items in the 
home at this season that may cause 
poisoning. 

“Fireplace color compounds are 
very dangerous,” said Sesti. “These 
and special logs which burn 
different colors contain heavy 
metals such as lead , arsenic salt and 
bismuth. Swallowing three of four 
ounces can be fatal. 

“Other popular holiday hazards 


are the berries and leaves from both 
mistletoe and holly. Common sense 
will tell you that these are not safe 
decorations to have around children 
or pets/' 

“Parents also should remember to 
secure all liquor from children,” he 
added. “Alcohol is dangerous to 
youngsters, especially if consumed 
directly from the bottle undiluted. A 
couple of ounces of liquor can 
depress the nervous system or drop 
blood sugar to produce death.” 

Sesti also cautioned parents to 
take special care to see that children 
understand how to use craft 
materials safety. Some of the items 


can be dangerous, if youngsters feel 
they look “good enough to eat”. 
Children should be taught the 
difference between food and 
household decorations and cleaning 
items, he added 

By tradition, the stuffed turkey 
has long been the favorite entree of 
holiday dinners. However, residents 
never should forget that improperly 
stuffed fowl can cause dangerous 
salmonella poisoning. For absolute 
safety, stuffing or dressing should be 
cooked in a separate container. If 
cooked inside the turkey, it should be 
placed in the turkey just beofre 
going into the oven, and it is 


imperative that the stuffing be 
cooked completely- This is the only 
way to help alleviate any danger of 
harmful bacteria. 

The favorite Christmas plant, the 
poinsettia, has had a long and 
undeserved reputation for being 
toxic. Although the plant represents 
some danger, eating parts of it will 
only cause irritation and extreme 
illness but not death as once was 
thought. 

With the multitude of holiday gifts 
and decorations in the home such as 
after shave lotions, colonies, house 
plants and greens, it is very difficult 
for parents to be completely 
knowledgeable in what is and isn't 
dangerous. That is why the 
Michigan Pharmacists Association 
urges parents to place the phone 
number of a Poison Control Center 
next to your telephone.

(f) * * * when the public housing agency and the Secretary mutually 
agree that a housing project is obsolete as to physical condition, or location, 
or other factors, making it unusable for housing purposes, a program of 
modifications or closeout shall be prepared. * * * 

(9) Under section 12 of the Act: 

* * * not less than the wages prevailing in the locality, as determined or 
adopted (subsequent to a determination under applicable State or local law) 
by the Secretary, shall be paid to all architects, technical engineers, draft- 
smen and technicians employed in the development, and all maintenance 
laborers and mechanics employed in the operation, of the low-income 
housing project involved; and * * * not less than the wages prevailing in 
the locality, as predetermined by the Secretary of Labor pursuant to the 
Davis-Bacon Act (49 Stat. 1011), shall be paid to all laborers and mechanics 
employed in the development of the project involved (including a project 
with nine or more units assisted under section 8 of this Act, where the public 
housing agency or the Secretary and the building or sponsor enter into a

CHAPTER XI 
ARTICLE I 


AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND THE SPECIAL ASSESSMENT ORDINANCE 
BY ADDING PROCEDURES FOR ASSESSMENT OF STREET LIGHTING 
DISTRICTS. 

The City of Romulus ordains: 

1. Section 12 of Chapter XI, Article 1 is hereby amended by adding the 
following sections. 

Section 12.01. Any property owner may petition the City to have street 
lighting or additional street lighting installed in the vicinity of his property. 

Section 12.02. The petition shall be filed with the City Assessor and shall be 
signed by not less than fifty-one (51 percent) percent of the property owners 
in the assessment district. The petition shall be verified by the City Assessor 
and certified as sufficient by him. 

Section 12.03. The City Assessor, upon determination of the sufficiency of the 
petition shall forthwith request Detroit Edison to install the necessary 
equipment. 

Section 12.04. Payment of the cost of the improvement shall be borne by the 
property owners within the district, the costs to be based on an anual charge 
of Nine (9 cents) Cents per front foot, plus an annual rate of 


(a) Two and 50-100 ($2.50) Dollars for each single family swelling; (b) Four 
and no-100($3.00) Dollars for each dwelling unit in multi family structures; 

(d) Three and no-100 ($4.00) Dollars for each twenty (twenty) feet or 
fraction thereof of commercial building frontage; 

(e) Three and no-100 ($3.00) Dollars for each twenty (20) feet or fraction 
thereof of industrial building frontage. 

Section 12.05. The City of Romulus shall pay all street lighting charges 
against city property. 

Section 12.06. The costs of the service shall be reviewed annually by the 
Assessor and if there is a variance of Five (5 percent) percent higher or Five 
(5 percent) percent lower than actual costs, the Assessor shall, with the 
approval of the City Council, adjust the charges for the succeeding year to 
reflect the underpayment or overpayment. The Assessor shall annually 
inform the City Council of lighting districts added during the preceding 
year. 

Section 12.07. Should any clause or provision of this Ordinance be declared 
by the courts to be invalid, the same shall not affect the validity of the Or- 
dinance as a whole, or any part thereof, other than the part so declared to be 
invalid.

Armstrong's jump shot wins for Rockets

Bouncing back from their first loss 
of the season, Westland John Glenn 
and Coach Gorfie Davis tossed their 
hats into the Northwest Suburban 
Conference basketball title rink by 
coming from behind to edge Garden 
City East 55-53 Friday night. 

It took an 18-foot jump shot by 
sophomore guard Daran Armstrong 
to settle the issue in Westland’s 
favor. 

East’s Bob Davis sank both ends 
of a one-and-one to tie the game at 
53-all with 36 seconds left on the 
clock. That brought Coach Davis to 
his feet and he called for a time out. 

When play resumed Glenn got the 
ball to its 5-10 sophomore guard, 
Armstrong who hit on the decisive 
jumper, leaving only five seconds 
for East to regroup. The Panthers 
managed to throw away the inbound 
pass. 

“It was a good game to win,” 
Coach Davis commended. “East’s 
deliberate style of play caused us 
some problems, we’re glad to pull it 
out.” 

Glenn took a 13-8 first period lead, 
but East rallied behind Jim Dziekar. 
and Dan Loacano who staked the 
Panthers to a 29-22 halftime 
asvantage. The visitors remained 
ahead 39-26 after three periods 
before the Westlanders’ surged 
back. 

Dan Diadiun, who was in early 



foul trouble and sat out the second 
period, and Armstrong, who drilled 
in 12 points in the second half, paced 
the Rockets’ comeback. 

Diadiun finished with a team high 
21 points and Armstrong added 12. 
Loacano, credited with keeping the 
Panthers in the game, scored on 
nine field goals and four free throws 
for 22 points and individual honors. 

Both teams hauled down 31 


rebounds while Glenn made 5 of 11 
free throws as compared to East’s 21 
of 26. 

Taylor Center snapped Glenn’s 
three-game winning steak, 59-50 
earlier in the week. The game was 
closer than the final score indicates. 
Tied at 16-all at the end of the 
opening period, Taylor took a five- 
point, 31-26 halftime edge and stayed 
out in front 48-42 for three-periods.

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Canton cagers claim historic

After a historic basketball defeat 
at the hands of Plymouth Canton, 
Belleville recovered from the shock 
to give Trenton a scare in their 
Suburban 8 Conference 
confrontation Friday night.

To calculate how large a ham 
you’ll need, allow about 1/4 to 
1/3 pound boneless ham per 
person, 1/3 to 1/2 pound bone- 
in ham per person. 


Slice ham thinly. Two or three 
thin slices are more flavorful 
than one thick one. 

Whole and half cured hams 
may be refrigerated up to 7 
days: ham slices. 3 to 4 days; 
cooked leftover ham. up to 7 
days; fresh ham. 2 to 4 days. 


Freezing for long periods is 
not recommended for cured 
and smoked hams because it 
changes the flavor and texture. 
But ham can be frozen up to 2 
months. Wrap carefully in 
airtight moisture-proof wrap 
and store at 0°F or lower. Fresh 
ham may be frozen up to 6 
months. Do not freeze canned 
hams. 


Don’t leave ham at room 
temperature for long periods. 
Keep it either cold (at least 40 ) 
or hot (140°). Remember ham 
is perishable. If you have any 
doubts about leftover ham. 
throw it out.
